The Continental Currency series with 102 different type notes has enjoyed great popularity in the past few years. The notes are quite interesting 
as circulating governmental obligations issued by Congress. Later in the Revolutionary War, their rapid depreciation rendered them essentially 
worthless: hence the expression “Not worth a Continental.” When this currency became repudiated debt after the war, the populace who suf- 
fered losses had such disdain for paper money that the Federal government did not issue circulating on-demand-obligation paper money until it 
became necessary at the onset of the Civil War. The formation of a high-quality 102-note typeset includes several rarer series and some sleeper 
types. The May 10, 1775 Session $1 note is one of the underrated types in very high grade, and it has historical significance as our first govern- 
ment-issued dollar bill. We have never seen a fully uncirculated note; as the lowest denomination in the series, they would have been frequently 
used to make change. The highest grade given by PCGS is 58PPQ for the former Boyd note. This is a beautiful, premium example and one of the 
finest we have seen. There is a wide bank of sheet margin at the left, the surfaces are very pleasing, and the pair of signatures is nicely penned. 
An important note that stands on its own or is ideal for placement in any Continental Currency collection. In our last auction, the PCGS 58PPQ 
that was part of the Continental Congress Collection sold for $4935. (4,000-up)

This Marbled Edge Continental note is unlike any other from the entire series of 102 different pieces. On page 203 of Historical Sketches of 
American Paper Currency, published in 1866, Henry Phillips, Jr. said, “The note is a very peculiar one, being entirely different from all the rest 
of the issues of the Continental Congress. How this happened or the reason for so strange a deviation is not and perhaps can never be known.” 
These $20 bills were printed on weak, thin white paper furnished by Benjamin Franklin. The left end of the bills had a polychrome multicolor 
anticounterfeiting device that gave the notes a distinctly different appearance. They were also considerably wider and shorter than any other 
Continentals. The back of this example, as on all known pieces, is inverted. The Apparent has been assigned for “Minor Restorations,” which 
seem to refer to repairs of a few minor edge nicks. The marbling is medium wide with excellent color, and both the red and brown signatures are 
extremely strong. The appearance of the note is spectacular, with none of the heavy rebuilding or dark aging that is often seen on this important 
type.

These $20 notes were printed on weak, thin white paper that 
furnished by Benjamin Franklin. The left end of the notes had 
a polychrome multicolor anticounterfeiting device that gave the 
notes a distinctly different appearance. This example of this 
rare note that while lightly circulated, it picked up a few small 
edge tears. Then it was severed in two and repaired at center. 
The repair was skillfully performed and thus it leaves us with a 
note that appears much better than it sounds. The marbled edge 
is significant as it is wide as five-eighths of an inch. It covers the 
extra wide left margin all the way to just short of the vignette 
and thereby completely covering “Twenty Dollars.” (7,500-up)

Fine 35. 

The story behind this unique design is chock-full of events and 
major players from our nation’s early history. The Continental 
Congress approved $3,000,000 in notes to be printed for the May 
10, 1775 issue, which ultimately comprised the denominations $1 
through $8, $20, and $30. Each of the denominations was uni- 
form in size and approximately 3 3/4 inches by 2 7/8 inches, save 
for the $20 which was approximately 5 inches by 2 1/2 inches. 
What’s more, the paper on which the $20 notes were printed was 
a much thinner paper provided by Benjamin Franklin, perhaps 
suggesting he had some hand in the design of this issue as well. 
The left end of each of the $20 bills has a polychrome multicolor 
anticounterfeiting device, which has been attributed directly 
to David Rittenhouse (first Director of the U.S. Mint as well as 
noted astronomer and scientist). A total of 11,800 of these color- 
ful notes were printed, compared to 49,000 of most of the other 
denominations. This particular example has an extremely wide 
and bright marbled edge at the left measuring well over 1/2 inch. 
The VF 35 grade seems accurately applied. The Apparent is due 
to “Reconstructed; Splits, Tears And Repairs.” It seems to have 
been made by combining two notes. The face lines up perfectly, 
but the back lines up only adequately. The overall appearance is 
that of an extremely nice piece, and it is likely to sell for about 
half as much as an unreconstructed example in the same grade. 
As a collector, this cataloger would much prefer this note to one 
with rebuilt paper or design. The note is entirely an original May 
10, 1775 $20, simply a left half from one and a right half from 
another.

This note is the rarest of the Continentals. Different in shape 
and design than any of the other 101 varieties, it is also printed 
on thin, weak white paper supplied by Benjamin Franklin. The 
note bears a polychrome anti-counterfeiting marbling stain at its 


left edge, giving it a distinctly different appearance. The back of 


this example, as on all known pieces, is inverted. The note has a 
number of problems, which caused PCGS to assign the Apparent 
grade. They mention “Splits, Tears, and Minor Damage; Silked 
on Back,” all of which is accurate. The note still has a very decent 
appearance, and the VF 25 grade is correctly assigned. In our 
2013 Long Beach Auction, we sold a PMG 20 Net example for 
$5287. This should do just about as well. (4,500-up)

This is the only Continental denomination with a double 
vignette rather than the nature print on the back. The twin 
vignettes on the back of the Thirty Dollar denomination were 
utilized on 5 different issues: May 10, 1775, July 22, 1776, 
November 2, 1776, February 26, 1777 and May 20, 1777. The 
$30 notes in the final issues utilized nature prints on the backs. 
The double vignettes are the same two vignettes that appear 
face and back on the Twenty Dollar May 10, 1775 Marbled Edge 
note. Both were designed by Franklin, and Franklin's original 
sketch for the VI CONCITATE vignette appears on page 78 of 
the Fifth Edition Newman. The currently offered example has 
the full appearance of a Choice New note with the reason for 
the assigned high-end AU grade not visible through the holder.

Continental Currency May 10, 1775 $30 Pink Counterfeit 
Detector PCGS About New 53. 

Counterfeit Detectors were printed from the same plates as the 
genuine notes. They were prepared to distribute to merchants 
and financial institutions so that they could compare notes that 
they received in the normal course of business to the detector 
notes to determine genuineness. As a deterrent to prevent detec- 
tors from being signed, numbered, and spent, they were printed 
on colored paper, almost always blue. A very few detectors were 
printed on pinkish paper, which was actually close in color to the 
normal paper but with thousands of small pink fibers manufac- 
tured in to give it a pinkish cast. This is the first example that 
HCAA or our predecessor company CAA has ever handled. It is 
in fact only the second example that this cataloger has ever seen. 
We are aware of one other that we have not seen; all three exam- 
ples are $30 detectors from the May 10, 1775 issue. It appears 
from the existence of a half sheet that the $1 to $8 denomina- 
tions of this first issue of Continentals were produced in the nor- 
mal blue. The $30 denomination was produced separately and 
the paper used for these was this pink tinted paper. Certainly a 
subject for future research; but beyond a doubt extremely rare. 
Difficult to estimate but our best guess would be... (4,000-up)

PCGS has just recently broken out detector notes from the 
regular issue Continentals, which shows us that this 66PPQ is 
the only Uncirculated example of this detector that they have 
seen. PMG has graded only one of these, an AU 50. These detec- 
tors were distributed to merchants and Financial institutions to 
hold for comparison with the notes they received to determine 
genuineness. The blue color was used so that the notes could not 
be falsely signed and spent. Every Continental collector should 
have a detector to represent this interesting type, and this finest- 
known example would be a perfect piece. (1,000-up)

This particular piece has the margins and 
print quality of a fully gem example. Only the very closest of 
inspections reveals a minor sheet fold across the very bottom 
accounting for the AU 53 grade. At Central States last April, 
we auctioned a PCGS 55 PPQ for $2585, and we would expect 
this note, with its far-superior centering, to approach that level.

That series of sales had a Very Fine counter- 
feit of this same denomination that realized $1955. In spite of 
this note’s Apparent grade for restorations and redrawing, we 
would suspect that the passing of eleven years and increased col- 
lector interest should make this note realize considerably more.

None the less, this is a 
good looking, well signed and wholesome appearing Vermont 
note. Vermonts with this eye appeal are never available below the 
five figure mark, but this piece should find a new home at about 
half that.

A very rare note, this is one of only two examples ever seen by 
either of the two major grading services.

The sig- 
natures of Randolph and Nicholas are wonderfully strong, and 
the note is fully intact save for small missing pieces in two of the 
corners.

This was an 
emergency issue that came about as the result of well executed 
counterfeits of the Nov. 1769 and July 1771 Treasury Notes 
that led to an immediate recall. The most expedient solution to 
replace the notes was the use of these indented forms that were 
brought from England by Col. Thomas Tabb and were intended 
to be issued by the James River Bank, a proposed private bank 
that the Crown refused to approve. The forms were filled in by 
hand in order to include the appropriate text within the printed 
forms. The notes were housed in books of 100 bills and the book 
numbers were incorporated into the numbering scheme, with 
the top number representing the number assigned to each book 
of bills and the lower number representing the serial number. An 
interesting piece of history signed by John Blair, B. Dandridge, 
and Robert Carter Nicholas. The £3 notes had the lowest quan- 
tity of the five denominations that were issued, a mere 500 
pieces, further adding to the appeal of this wonderful surviving 
example. The Friedberg reference cites a value of $4500 for these 
notes in Very Fine.

After the supply of new rag paper that was used for the small- 
size notes printed as part of this emission ran out, this larger 
paper left over from the September 1773 issue was used.

They were equiva- 
lent to £1. Phil Johnson and John Tazewell signed this very 
attractive note while the back was countersigned by Robert 
Carter Nicholas, treasurer. Nicholas (1728-80) was a member 
of the House of Burgesses for ten years and assisted in drafting 
resolutions against the proposed Stamp Act in 1764. He became 
treasurer of the colony in 1766. Nicholas was conservative and 
did not favor independence from England. PCGS has assigned 
the Apparent grade for “Small Edge and Internal Splits; Minor 
Mounting Remnants on Back.” The note faces up beautifully.

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When we sold the Milt Friedberg collection in January 1997, and again when we sold the O’Mara Collection in May, 2005, we handled the only 
known complete block of six of these wonderful Experimentals. That block remains unique to our knowledge. We are now offering the second- 
most-complete grouping, a block of five missing only the upper right (or lower left, the owner gets his choice). Repeated below is the abridged 
description we used for the full block: “This incredible block was painstakingly reassembled by Milt Friedberg after the pieces that appeared in 
the Fraser Collection Sale in 1982 presented the possibility of this block’s eventual completion. The paper that these notes were printed on was 
bronzed to be used for United States Treasury Bonds issued in 1862. These bonds were referred to as ‘Five-Twenties of 1862, as they were to be 
redeemable after five years and payable after twenty. The FIFTY that is bronzed on these notes was the denomination of a $50 Bond. The Ed 
Frossard list of October 1, 1893, which offered the Spencer Clark Collection, presented individual 25¢ Experimental notes with this additional 
bronzing as item number 32 (multiples were available), commenting that they had the ‘S-18-63° surcharge on the back corners, ‘But with the 
addition of heavy large gold characters on the entire front, in some [pieces] nearly solid’ These Frossard item #32 pieces were sold to a number 
of different collectors, and they became scattered. It was never known if the proper pieces existed to reconstruct an entire block. In Superior’s 
1982 Fraser Sale, five of these notes were offered. It appears as though the original owner of these five pieces had been purchasing notes in an 
attempt to reconstruct a full block. The five pieces that he obtained could be lined up to spell five-sixths of the word, “FIFTY. They were not, 
however, all from the same sheet, as in order to line up the ‘FIFTY, the notes had to be juxtaposed such that their margins did not line up. Milt 
purchased that incomplete set of five. Three of those five notes are in this presently offered block of six: the two at the right and the one in the 
lower left corner (as the word FIFTY faces the reader). Milt then entered into a complex trade involving several dealers and collectors (as well as 
two Skeksis and a Wookie) and obtained the three original notes that completed this incredible block, one of which, the upper left corner piece, 
bears the courtesy autograph of John Burke. Although a few other single pieces exist, it is incredibly unlikely that another block could ever be 
assembled. Most Fractional collectors felt that this block was the cornerstone of Milt Friedberg’s incredible collection of Fractional developmen- 
tal pieces. Tom O’Mara acquired this irreplaceable item at the Friedberg Sale, and it is now time for another collector to enjoy the ownership of 
an item that can never be duplicated. All six notes trace their origin to Ed Frossard’s October 1, 1893 special list #8, which offered the Spencer 
Clark Collection. All were listed as item #32; he didn’t consider the six different positions as different varieties, and the total for sale is unknown 
but likely about fifteen pieces. Some later appeared in Chapman Sales, such as the Friedman Collection Sale of June 3-4, 1903 and the Wilcox 
Collection Sale on February 15, 1904. Others appeared in later sales throughout the next 75 years.” All five notes from the current offering line 
up perfectly and are pristine save for minor pencil annotations on the back, one of which is a “32” referencing the Frossard 1893 List. Two oth- 
ers have tiny “31s,” likely also referencing that list, and one has a Valentine number. Today’s grading services would probably grade two of these 
AU, one Choice and two Gem; but that is anyone’s guess and irrelevent to the value. The complete set of six brought $9,200 in 2005, when every 
Fractional collector’s budget was pushed to the wall by the 177-page offering of the O’Mara Collection. We would expect this block of five to 
surpass that figure this evening. (Total: 5 notes) (10,000-up)

Due to the time constraints, ABNCo subcontracted out the Treasury Notes (the smallest part of the order) 
to National Bank Note Company who expedited the design process by using all pre-war vignettes that were on hand. Turnaround time on this 
initial order was less than four weeks. The most recent census of serial numbers suggests that there are approximately 120 surviving examples of 
the $500.

PCGS has graded only one other note of 
this denomination and has graded only nine examples from the 
entire issue including cancelled notes. (500-up) 


Connecticut October 10, 1771 2s 6d PCGS Apparent Very Fine 
20. 

Exceptional print quality and red penned signatures grace this 
attractive note. The 1771 issue is quite scarce and not to be 
confused with the 1775-1780 issues. When these are seen in an 
uncancelled state, as this one is, their value increases dramati- 
cally. PCGS notes a few minor edge repairs. (200-up) 


Connecticut May 10, 1775 40s PCGS About New 53. 

This is a very lovely, and most importantly, uncancelled note 
from this somewhat scarcer series. The margins are clear on all 
sides, and the paper is crisp with excellent embossing.

Deep emboss- 
ing is seen throughout. A difficult note to find uncancelled.

25. 

A very well-signed and numbered example of this issue that has 
never been real popular with collectors due to the coarse paper 
which did not print well. PCGS notes some minor stains. They 
are relatively minor. Only the fourth example we have sold of 
this note, the first since we dispersed the vaunted Midnight Ride 
collection a half-dozen years ago. (275-up) 


Massachusetts October 16, 1778 4d PCGS Apparent Fine 15. 
This is a desirable and popular issue where the important 
Codfish and Pine Tree designs are well printed, one of only a 
handful that we have handled in this denomination. Some stain- 
ing and a couple of edge splits are noticed on this moderately 
circulated example. (500-up) 
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Massachusetts October 16, 1778 12d PCGS Very Fine 25. 
Thomas Dawes has signed the rather well-printed and boldly 
signed Codfish note. Always on collector want lists due to the 
Codfish vignette on the face and the Pine Tree vignette on the 
back.

A decent Very Fine example of this popular Rising Sun vignette 
that has pretty good margins and a legible Cranch signature. 
PCGS mentions edge splits, pinholes, and minor back paper pull. 
Any time we have sold one of this note in similar grade, the price 
realized has been well into three-figure territory.

Massachusetts 1779 4s 6d PCGS Apparent Very Fine 20. 

The face of this issue was printed and engraved by Paul Revere. 
In 2013 we sold a PMG Fine 12 for $881.25. This note has 
some paper scuffs and rust stains, but it is also better detailed.

Massachusetts May 5, 1780 $1 PCGS Very Choice New 64PPQ. 
The uncancelled notes from this common Massachusetts issue 
are so much scarcer and more valuable than the plethora of hole- 
cancelled survivors. (500-up) 
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Massachusetts May 5, 1780 $1 PCGS Choice New 63PPQ. 

Fully signed and issued, with a Peter Boyer signature on the back 
for the United States. More importantly, this nicely margined 
and embossed note is uncancelled. (450-up) 
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Massachusetts May 5, 1780 $7 PCGS Very Choice New 64PPQ. 
A very desirable, boldly printed note, and most importantly 
uncancelled. Fully signed on the back by Peter Boyer. Newman 
values these notes at $750 in Unc and $1500 in Choice Unc. 
(400-up) 


Massachusetts Treasury Certificate March 1, 1781 Anderson 
MA-10 PCGS Apparent Very Fine 30. 

A Sword in Hand vignette is at upper left. These were issued to 
redeem that state’s bills of credit. This example is from the John 
J. Ford, Jr. Collection. The Apparent grade is due to small edge 
splits. (400-up) 


Massachusetts Treasury Certificate January 1, 1780 Anderson 
MA-18 Fine. 

A pine tree vignette is at upper left. This piece was signed by J. 
Mascarene. (275-up) 


Massachusetts Treasury Certificate January 1, 1780 Anderson 
MA-22 PCGS Very Fine 30. 

This is the only third party graded MA-22 that we have auc- 
tioned that does note have an Apparent or Net grade modifier. 
These are also known as Continental Army Commodity Bonds.

New Jersey June 22, 1756 18d PMG Very Fine 25. 

This note has the state coat of arms and a sage leaf printed 
in dark ink. Signed by John Smyth, Hugh Hartshorne, and a 
third illegible signer, the bottom margin is cut into the design. 
(200-up) 
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New Jersey June 22, 1756 15s PMG Uncirculated 62 EPQ. 
Although the margins touch the design in places on both the 
face and the back, this well-preserved and boldly signed note is 
still actually better margined than most examples of this issue.

New Jersey June 22, 1756 £6 PMG Very Good 8 Net. 

This is one of the three early Jersey issues in which the sage leaf 
backs were printed in a different color- in this case, green. Serial 
number 524 is seen on this well-circulated example that is one of 
only 625 originally printed. This is the only note from this issue 
that is unpriced in any grade in Newman, a truly rare piece. The 
note has sustained some repairs and, despite its amount of wear, 
faces up quite nicely with clear details and signatures. (750-up) 
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New Jersey November 20, 1757 £6 Fine. 

A lovely example of an incredibly scarce note as evidenced by the 
few that we have seen and with the last one of those appearing 
over four years ago in one of our auctions. There are a couple of 
minor stains at lower left, and the center fold has been restored 
along its length, but the overall integrity of the note remains 
solid, the signatures and low serial number 235 are quite legible, 
and all aspects of the detail, particularly on the all-important 
coat of arms, are well detailed. (200-up) 


New Jersey May 1, 1758 £3 PCGS Apparent Fine 15. 

The first of several high denomination New Jersey notes that 
represent a great opportunity for the aspiring collector to 
acquire scarce notes at somewhat reasonable prices. PCGS has 
noted restorations, and this appears to be some strengthening of 
the center fold. We have only sold a single example of this better 
note in the past six years. (200-up) 


New Jersey May 1, 1758 £6 PCGS Apparent Very Fine 20. 

A much scarcer 6 pound early New Jersey note and one with a 
huge left border. PCGS mentions restorations, design redrawn, 
signatures, and serial number enhanced. This is the second 
highest graded example we have sold, which goes to show how 
tough these really are. Virtually all are problemed notes, as they 
did not survive without issues. (400-up) 


New Jersey April 10, 1759 £3 PCGS Apparent Very Fine 20. 

A scarce high denomination note that, but for some minor stains, 
is actually a really nice Very Fine and one of the better ones we 
have seen. The last example we sold was a PCGS VF 20PPQ that 
realized $317.25 last year. (225-up) 


New Jersey April 12, 1760 £3 Serial #9 PCGS Apparent Very 
Fine 20. 

A truly scarce issue and denomination, with this one of the pret- 
tiest we have seen. Even though it has some minor stains and 
small edge splits noted by PCGS, the eye appeal is like few others 
that we have encountered. Single-digit serial number 9 is some- 
thing we rarely seen on notes like this. (350-up) 


New Jersey April 12, 1760 £6 PCGS Very Fine 25. 

A high grade for this note without any comments on the third 
party label. We had an Apparent VF 25 bring $528.75 in April 
2013. This comment-free example should exceed that figure.

New Jersey April 8, 1762 £3 PCGS Apparent Fine 12. 

Yet another example of a high denomination New Jersey colonial 
whose scarcity is hardly appreciated by all but the most hard- 
ened Colonial currency collectors. PCGS notes edge splits and a 
back hinge repair.

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New Jersey December 31, 1763 1s PCGS Choice New 63. 

The margins on this 1763 New Jersey note are tight in spots, as 
is typically seen, but they are actually broader than many we 
encounter. The last example we sold in this same grade was also 
a 1 shilling note, and that one sold for $446.50 just a few months 
ago. (350-up) 
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New Jersey December 31, 1763 3s PCGS New 60. 

A superbly signed and utterly crisp example of this 1763 series 
which is far tougher to obtain than the abysmally common 
March 1776 series. A nice Choice New note with a single carbon 
spot precluding a higher grade. (275-up) 


New Jersey April 16, 1764 15s and 30s PCGS Very Fine 20PPQ 
Two Examples. 

A pair of PPQ VFs from this much scarcer New Jersey issue. 
(Total: 2 notes) (350-up) 


New Jersey February 20, 1776 £3 PCGS Very Fine 25. 

It has been since 2008 that we have sold a 3 pound note from this 
better Proclamation Money issue that did not have a John Hart 
signature. Really a far tougher note than most realize, not often 
seen in this problem-free mid-level grade. (250-up) 


New Jersey March 25, 1776 1s PCGS Choice About New 
55PPQ. 

A single center fold accounts for the grade seen on this deeply 
embossed New Jersey note. (250-up) 


New Jersey March 25, 1776 18d PCGS About New 53. 
A lot of embossing is in plain view on this lightly circulated note. 
(250-up) 


New Jersey March 25, 1776 6s PMG Choice Uncirculated 64 
EPQ. 

A superior, near Gem example with bright paper, three bold sig- 
natures and lots of originality. The nature print is always miss- 
ing a piece on this 6 shilling Plate B note due to a defect in the 
plate that was used. (400-up) 


New Jersey March 25, 1776 12s PMG Choice Uncirculated 64 
EPQ. 

A boldly signed, nicely margined New Jersey note with its deep 
original embossing plainly evident through the third party 
holder. (350-up) 


New Jersey March 25, 1776 15s PCGS Choice New 63PPQ. 
Sometimes the grades on third party holders give bidders a false 
sense of reality based on the numerical grade. But for a tight 
right margin, this New Jersey Colonial would be a screaming 
Gem and then some. It has three gigantic margins and looks as if 
it were cut from a sheet this morning. (350-up) 


New Jersey March 25, 1776 15s PCGS Choice About New 55. 
But for a light sheet fold through the top design of the note, 
this piece has all the merits and aesthetic charms to be a gem.

Cavernous embossing, razor sharp signatures, and colorful inks 
lead one to believe that this note is at the high end of the Choice 
New designation.

All the appearance of a fully Uncirculated example but at a 
considerably lower price due to a virtually invisible fold. A very 
pretty tri-colored note. A very difficult note to find fully uncir- 
culated. (750-up) 


New Jersey June 9, 1780 $1 PMG Very Fine 25 Net. 

Boldly signed by Philemon Dickinson and David Brearly, both 
avidly collected autographs on colonial notes, this 1780 issue is 
far scarcer than the oft-seen March 1776 notes. It was given a 
Net grade due to a tear that is well hidden at the bottom of the 
note. (200-up) 
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New Jersey June 22, 1756 12s PCGS Choice New 63PPQ. 

We have auctioned only four of these in the past, and this present 
example sharing the highest third party grade with two of those. 
One earlier piece closed at $747.50 at our Memphis 2010 auction, 
and the other realized $977.50 at FUN 2008. (500-up) 


New Jersey January 9, 1781 3s 6d PCGS New 60. 

A scarcer series of State of New Jersey notes with the State Arms 
on the face and Nature Print on the back. There are few strictly 
uncirculated notes known from this series, and they are often 
poorly cut, as is this example. The tight margins, however, are 
more than offset by this note’s bold signatures, serial number, 
and solid embossing. (750-up) 


New Jersey 1786 1s PCGS Apparent Fine 12. 

A much tougher issue and a challenging low denomination note. 
PCGS notes backing as well as edge and internal splits. The last 
couple that we sold appeared two years ago in our Long Beach 
Auction. A PCGS Apparent VF 25 sold for $881.25 and a PCGS 
Apparent VG 10 sold for $352.50. (400-up) 


New Jersey 1786 3s PCGS Apparent Fine 15. 

A rare late-date Colonial that is often found at the mid-grade 
level with minor problems. All this holds true for this note, 
which is actually one of the nicer examples that we have been 
able to offer. The Apparent grade is for some minor repair work. 
(600-up) 


NEW YORK 


New York April 20, 1756 £10 PCGS Apparent Very Fine 20. 
This rare, early New York note faces up like a high-end VF. The 
note was given the Apparent grade for edge splits that are at the 
top and bottom of the center fold, and they are checked with 
stamp hinges on the blank back. (400-up) 


New York April 15, 1758 £10 PCGS Apparent Fine 15. 

A really well-printed example of this tougher early New York 
series. PCGS does note backing, as well as splits and tears, but 
the eye appeal is exceptional for the grade and the state coat of 
arms shows exquisite detail. (250-up) 


New York February 16, 1771 £3 PCGS Apparent Very Fine 30. 
A rather good-looking 1771 New York with the ubiquitous 
restorations of minor splits and tears. The third party grading 
company gave it an Apparent grade due to restorations and tears.

The Apparent grade has been assigned for edge split repairs and 
a hinge remnant. Excellent eye-appeal for the grade and boldly 
signed.

An issue and denomination that is deceptively scarce as we have 
offered relatively few in our auctions over the years. Well mar- 
gined, deeply printed, and with sensational visual impact for the 
grade. (250-up) 
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New York January 6, 1776 (Water Works) 2s PCGS Very 
Choice New 64PPQ. 

Two different types of paper stock were glued together to create 
the paper for this issue. The face was printed on a bright, fine 
paper stock and the back on a darker, coarser stock. Top grade 
New York notes are rarely seen, and this is certainly one, with 
its broad margins, strong signatures, and boldly printed details.

New York January 6, 1776 (Water Works) 2s PCGS Very 
Choice New 64. 

This is a pleasing example of one of the scarcer of the four New 
York Water Works issues. It is well embossed, boldly signed, and 
the margins are broad all the way around. (500-up)

Choice New 64. 

A near-Gem example of this popular Water Works issue. The 
note is boldly signed in two different colors, perfectly clean, 
and decently margined. The faces and backs of this issue were 
printed on two separate pieces of paper: the face on a bright, fine 
stock and the back on coarse, dark material. (500-up) 


New York March 5, 1776 $1/2 PCGS Apparent Very Fine 30. 
Signed by Andrew Stockholm. Somewhat surprisingly, it has 
been well over a year since we auctioned this denomination. 
PCGS mentions splits, tape repairs, mounting, and small paper 
pulls on back. (150-up) 


New York March 5, 1776 $1/2 PCGS Very Fine 25. 

Three sizeable margins and a bold signature of Cornelius Ray 
highlight this fractional denomination New York colonial. 
(175-up) 


New York March 5 , 1776 (Water Works) 8s PCGS Choice 
About New 58PPQ. 

From the face, this Water Works note gives all the appearance of 
a lovely Choice New note. The back reveals an upper corner that 
has experienced a little too much handling. We sold this same 
note for $270.25 in our 2013 Long Beach sale. (275-up) 


New York August 13, 1776 $5 PCGS Very Fine 30. 

Superb eye appeal graces this hugely margined New York note 
that looks superb from the face and has the Candelabra design 
on the back. The last example we sold was a PCGS EF 40 that 
realized close to $400 a year ago, and this note looks even better. 
(350-up) 
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NORTH CAROLINA 


North Carolina April 4, 1748 20s PCGS Apparent Very Fine 
20. 

One of the prettiest examples we have seen of this much scarcer 
1748 North Carolina issue which is bright and well signed. PCGS 
gave it an Apparent grade due to splits and tears, tape repair, and 
pieces that have been replaced and redrawn. (200-up) 


North Carolina April 4, 1748 30s PCGS Apparent Very Fine 
25. 

Apparent and Net grades are the usual fare for this early 1748 
issue, as that is the case for almost every third party grad- 
ed example that we have ever auctioned. A closer look at our 
archives reveals that we have had a quartet of Apparent 25s close 
at over $200 each. The Apparent grade is for multiple repairs of 
splits and tears, and the right end has been restored. (150-up) 


North Carolina April 4, 1748 40s PCGS Apparent Very Fine 
25: 

A wonderful example of this high denomination 1748 Colonial 
that has a nearly full left indent and a bold drum and fife design 
at lower left. The Apparent grade is due to stains, tears, repairs, 
and the design being redrawn. (200-up) 


North Carolina April 4, 1748 £3 PMG Good 6 Net. 

A tough note in any grade as this issue circulated heavily. Then 
the populace would back the notes, like this piece, in order to get 
more mileage out of them. The Net grade on this note is for the 
backing, which is literally covered with endorsements. (100-up) 


North Carolina March 9, 1754 10s PCGS Apparent Very Fine 
30. 

The left border and bird emblem display great color and detail 
on this example, and all four signatures remain visible despite 
fading. Edge and internal splits, along with restorations, resulted 
in the Apparent grade from PCGS. (500-up)

Fine 20. 

A stunning example of this Holy Bible note that has bright paper 
and far more left indent than most notes we see. PCGS identifies 
splits, repairs, a reattached lower right corner, and small hole 
right of center. All of these comments do little to deter one’s 
desire to obtain this delightful piece. (250-up)

A popular North Carolina colonial with bright paper, deep 
embossing and four bold signatures. PCGS mentions edge splits, 
tears, and tape repairs, but they do not mention the three huge 
margins.

Leviathan margins appear on all sides of this note, and we are 
not quite sure why this did not earn consideration for a far better 
grade.

Very well margined and quite attractive, with bold signatures. 
The $20 comes in only a single variety, with just one motto,

Identical to the above save that this has been assigned the 
Apparent grade, which is for a repaired split in the lower left 
corner.

Virginia July 17, 1775 £2 PCGS Apparent Very Fine 25. 

This uniface small note is printed on thick paper which has led 
to PCGS mentioning “splits, minor damage, repairs and design 
redrawn.” Well signed by Johnson and Norvell. (150-up) 


Virginia July 17, 1775 £3 PCGS Apparent Very Fine 30. 

We have auctioned only a few examples of this small-format 3 
pound note. Although there are some small paper pulls and 
minor mounting remnants, this is still a well-signed and printed 
piece with excellent detail of the Virginia coat of arms. (250-up) 
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Virginia October 7, 1776 $8 PCGS Very Fine 20. 

A much better issue and denomination, one of only a few that we 
have been able to auction. Last month we sold a PCGS Apparent 
VF 25 with a replaced and redrawn corner for $141.

Fine 15 Net. 

A nice example of this Virginia note which has the handwritten 
Act date of October 20, 1777. The date is wholly handwritten, 
with this being only the second example we have seen. Normally 
the 177 of the 1777 date is typeset with the month and day, 
the final 7 handwritten. Some minor tape repairs are noticed. 
(225-up) 


Virginia October 20, 1777 $4 PCGS Apparent Very Fine 30. 

A much better low denomination note from this later Virginia 
colonial issue. PCGS notes small edge splits, tears, and minor 
damage, but nothing too distracting. Quite a note for the 
Virginia specialist.

Virginia October 20, 1777 $10 Reprint PCGS Extremely Fine 
45. 

This is a reprint of a rare note that we have seen just a few times 
over the years that shows boldly printed details and just some 
light circulation.

PCGS has graded only two examples of this scarce Fractional 
denomination.

This note, 
although not problem free, is quite high grade and faces up 
beautifully with its excellent print quality, broad margins, and 
strong signature and serial number. The Apparent grade has 
been assigned accurately for “Small Edge Tears; Minor Damage 
at Left Edge,” but these are nearly invisible and the note has the 
visual impact of a high end XF.

Only 2761 of these $25 notes were printed, and we have only

Dunlap, a native 
of Ireland, received land in Philadelphia as payment for printing 
Congressional journals for five years.

He 
died on November 27, 1812. The $25 notes were equivalent to

Anamosa. IA- Wapsipinicon Land Co. $1 Mar. 4, 1853 Oakes 
3-1 

The concern was involved in banking and land speculation 
beginning in the 1850s. Given that the president, William 
Shaw, was later elected to the state legislature it is a pretty good 
bet that no major losses resulted from this company’s deal- 
ings. The center vignette depicts a tradition that whoever found 
the first red ear during a husking bee had the right to receive 
a kiss from the first person that he or she could catch. Choice 
About Uncirculated, with the faintest hints of minor handling.

Anamosa, IA- Wapsipinicon Land Co. $3 Proprietary Proof 
Printed in the twentieth century from the original plates for gen- 
eral business purposes by the ABNCo, this so-called Proprietary 
Proof grades Choice Crisp Uncirculated.

Three men solving the world’s problems are depicted in the 
central vignette on this attractive $3 that has a large red THREE 
protector.

Ashland, IA- Farmers & Merchants Bank $3 Oct. 26, 1857 
Oakes 4-3 

Possibly sporting the largest red THREE protector your catalog- 
er has ever seen, this attractive note grades Very Fine.

Oakes 4-4 

A striking red-and-black design printed by Danforth Wright &

Cannon.” The Cannon part of the partnership may be George 
Cannon who was a grocer according to the 1860 Census. Smith 
is obviously not an easy name to track down and so we leave that 
to the new owner. This example grades problem-free Fine and 
is only the second note we have been privileged to sell from this 


issuer. In 2008, the issuer was identified as “Smith & Cameron,” 


but the signature seems to be a better fit for “Cannon.” In any 
case, this note is simply quite rare and should rival the price 
achieved in 2008 for the 5¢ denomination.

Technically a Certificate of Deposit, this remainder grades Very

This seldom-seen municipal issue with a large red ONE protec- 
tor grades Fine-Very Fine with a judgment annotation written

A farm girl feeding barnyard fowl and a passenger train scene 
share billing with a large red TWO protector on this rare and 
attractive antebellum municipal issue that grades Fine-Very 
Fine on lightly toned paper.

A herd of wild horses frolics across this $3 municipal issue that 
is seldom seen and quite scarce.

An extremely rare municipal issue, this $1 features an absolutely 
wonderful vignette of a number of riverboats tied up on the 
banks of the Mississippi River. It grades Good-Very Good, with 
a tiny divot missing from the left margin. That will not distract 
knowledgeable collectors from acquiring this compelling note.

In addition to the issued example of this denomination which 
is also in this auction, this Proprietary Proof, printed from the 
original plates by ABNCo during the twentieth century for 
other business purposes, is being offered as well.

Proof 

Unlike the production note, the tint on this modern-day propri- 
etary proof is green. PCGS grades the note Gem New 66PPQ.

Russellville, KY - Southern Bank of Kentucky $5 Proof 

A nice ex-ABNCo sale Proof with a red-brown protector.

Brewer, ME - Agricultural Bank $10 Jan. 1, 1841

An extremely scarce note from this fraudulently organized bank, 
this is easily the best quality of the few that we have sold. The 
only recent example was a raw Fine-Very Fine that sold for $299 
in 2009.

Sheldon (Sutler) $1 

A lovely Civil War item that is a piece of sutler scrip that is much 
more ornate than most examples we have seen.

Boston, MA- Comer’s Commercial College $20; $50 ND 
Remainders Schingoethe UNL; MA-120-50. 

Comer’s Business College was founded in 1840 by George N.

The $20 note is unlisted in the Schingoethe catalog and has a 
vignette of a Revolutionary War era soldier reloading his musket.

Austin, NV- Manhattan Silver Mining Co. $1, $5, $10, $20 

A nice group of four remainders, each printed in a different color. 
All are PCGS graded, the $1 New 62PPQ, the $5 Gem New 
66PPQ, the $10 Gem New 65PPQ, and the $20 Very Choice 
New 64. 

From The Vegas Collection (Total: 4 notes) (300-400) 
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Goldfield, NV- Exploitation Mercantile Company (Industrial 
Workers of the World) $5 circa Jan.-Mar. 1908 

A fascinating and excessively rare Goldfield strike/political scrip 
that shines a light on a little-remembered sliver of Nevada's his- 
tory. This note was issued by the IWW (Industrial Workers of 
the World union, aka the “Wobblies”) during the Goldfield min- 
ers strike. The strike began as a response to the mine owner's 
introduction of scrip to pay their workers after the Panic of 1907. 
The IWW, which had been founded in 1905, was a revolution- 
ary union dedicated to the overthrow of capitalism by uniting 
all skilled and unskilled workers to rebuild society in a socialist 
direction. The miners, who had been split into several opposing 
union camps, some conservative and some radical, united in 
protest and struck the mines, stopping production and infu- 
riating the mine operator, the Goldfield Consolidated Mines 
Company. Unfortunately for the miners, the company was 
owned by two politically well connected individuals: promi- 
nent industrialist George Wingfield and banker/mine operator/ 
United States Senator George Nixon. The mine owners were 
determined to break the strike, which had brought gold produc- 
tion to a standstill. They telegraphed Nevada Governor “Honest 
John” Sparks, who wired President Theodore Roosevelt, inform- 


ing him that “domestic violence and unlawful corporations” 


existed in Goldfield. Alarmed, President Roosevelt dispatched 
three companies of Federal infantry (at the time Nevada did not 
have a state militia) to the town, catching the strikers by sur- 
prise (hence the reference on the face of the note to “Teddy Bear 
Currency” and the vignette of the stacked rifles at the bottom of 
the note.) With the military in place, the mine owners reduced 
wages, required miners to swear that they were not union mem- 
bers (most of the strikers refused), and recruited replacement 
labor (which the union derided as “scabs”) to replace the strikers. 
Within weeks the strike collapsed and the unions were devas- 
tated. A later Nevada state investigation showed that the troops 
were called in without warrant, and President Roosevelt declared 
publicly that he had been duped by Governor Sparks. This is the 
only note we have ever seen from the labor strike at Goldfield, 
a piece of great historical interest. It is a well-circulated Fine- 
Very Fine, with an approximate one-inch split at top center. 
(600-1,200) 
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Virginia, NV- Society of Pacific Coast Pioneers $20 Receipt 
Mar. 11, 1877 

A receipt for a loan of $20 to be paid back in three years with 
interest. This obscure society had the requirement that in order 
to be a member you had to have been a United States citizen on 
the Pacific Coast previous to January 1, 1850. The SPCP gave a 
sizable donation of artifacts to the State of Nevada in 1887. This 
example grades Choice Crisp Uncirculated and is marked as 
“Paid” with a rubber stamping. (100-200) 


NEW HAMPSHIRE 


Concord, NH - Concord Bank $3 Jan. 15, 1808 

The first example we have ever handled from this early New 
Hampshire bank that issued its notes using the Perkins Plate 
style. This $3 is well circulated, with some missing pieces and 
severe ink erosion, but is nonetheless a very rare piece of paper 
from the well-collected Granite State. Very Good. (400-600) 


New Ipswich, NH- Manufacturers Bank $2 Remainder C16 

The Perkins Plate concept was, for a time, widely used in New 
England as it was thought to be resistant to counterfeiting. This 
ended up not being the case, and many counterfeits such as 
this note led banks to seek other deterrent methods.

In this case, Risler kept an account with the bank and 
used it as the redemption point for his scrip. It is, of course, also 
possible that Risler moved to or nearer Belvidere between 1860 
and 1862. PCGS grades the note Apparent Fine 12, citing the 
usual minor shortcomings associated with this grade, including 
minor edge and internal splits, tears, and damage. There is noth- 
ing horrific here.

An attractive red-orange-and-black Proof, originally part of the 
ABNCo Archives sale, this $2 is graded New 62PPQ by PCGS.

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Freehold, NJ - The Freehold Banking Co. $5 UNL Proof 

A fully red-brown-tinted ex-ABNCo Proof that is similar in 
design to Haxby G8b. We last sold a PCGS Gem New 65PPQ for

Gem Uncirculated 66 EPQ. (600-900) 


Hoboken, NJ- Hudson River Bank $1; $2 1862 G2a; G4a Wait 
796; 797 

Even though well circulated, with each note grading Very Good, 
these two notes’ style still shows through, reflecting the excellent 
work of National Bank Note Co. Both denominations are print- 
ed in green and black and have excellent maritime vignettes. We 
have sold the $1 denomination once before and have not handled 
the $2 until this auction.

Attractive vignettes and a deep green overall tint combine to 
give this sheet a very striking appearance. The significance of 
the large red A on each sheet remains unknown.

Counterfeits such as this bright PCGS Very Fine 20 $10 added 
to the woes of one of the State Bank of Ohio’s least successful 
branches that was closed by the bank’s Board of Control in 1852 
after only three years of operation . There are presently five 
known examples available to collectors. We sold a $1 in a PCGS 
Apparent VF 20 holder for $381.88 in 2014. (225-275) 


Newark, OH - State Bank of Ohio, Licking County Branch in 
Newark $20 Counterfeit Jun. 2, 1850 Wolka 1945-19 

A nice contemporary counterfeit from one of the least-successful 
State Bank of Ohio branches, being put into the hands of a 
receiver by the State Bank in 1852. The word “Counterfeit” has 
been written across the left side of the face. Very Fine, with pin- 
holes. (125-175) 


Norwalk, OH- Bank of Norwalk Altered $10 Jul. 1, 1847 A10 
Wolka 2005-34 

The Bank of Norwalk was organized in 1833 and remained in 
business until it suspended in early 1849 due to the poor quality 
of its loan portfolio. As if this were not bad enough, some enter- 
prising person was busily turning out altered notes. According 
to sources as far back as the 1840s, notes like this were altered 
from the Bank of Vernon, TX. Your cataloger has come to the 
conclusion that this information is incorrect. Texas collectors 
have never seen notes from a Bank of Vernon, and the town did 
not exist yet in the 1840s. There is no argument that these notes 
are altered. The question remains, however, as to where the 
source notes originated. This example grades Very Good with 
the normal batch of minor edge problems consistent with this 
grade.

Ripley, OH- State Bank of Ohio, Farmers Branch $3 Nov. 19, 
1858 G12 40a Wolka 2335-17 

One of only three genuine $3s known from this branch, this note 
grades Very Good, with a lower left corner clipped and a couple 
of notches along the left and right margins. (125-175) 


Salem, OH - The State Bank of Ohio, Farmers’ Branch $5 Jun. 
2, 1855 Wolka 2359-22 

The Farmers Branch opened in 1846 and remained in business 
until it became the Farmers National Bank of Salem (Charter 
973) in 1865. This $5 was redeemed by its national bank descen- 
dant on June 11, 1889, as can be noted by the remnants of paid 
stamps on each side of the central vignette. The back also shows 
an oval “J.C. Wagner” stamp. Very Good-Fine, but with the look 
of a better grade due to paper pulls and heavy splitting and tears. 
In our Central States Auction a year ago, we sold a PCGS VF 30 
note for $1292.50, and although this is not of that caliber, when 
will you find another of this rare note?

Tiffin, OH- The Seneca County Bank $3; $5; $10 1855-56 G4a;

The bank was an ill-starred venture that barely avoided suspen- 
sion in 1851 before decisively collapsing in 1857, ten years after 
it opened. One of its owners was John Breslin, who embezzled 
hundreds of thousands of dollars from the state while serving as 
State Treasurer. All three notes grade Very Good-Fine. Scarce, 
with between three and six examples of each presently recorded 
in private hands. (Total: 3 notes) (225-275) 


Xenia, OH - The Bank of Xenia (The Second) Altered $10 Oct. 
10, 1837 A10 Wolka 2889-13 

Haxby Plate Note. PCGS Apparent Fine 15 due to rust stains as 
well as edge and internal tears. Altered from Vernon, TX and the 
only example presently known for the Bank of Xenia. (150-200) 


Youngstown, OH- Himrod Furnace Co. $5 Feb. 14, 1874 Wolka 
2904-01 

The Himrod Furnace Company was in operation from 1860 
until after 1887. It owned three furnaces in Youngstown which 
produced 12,942 tons of iron in 1872. This post note was payable 
four months after the date at an 8% interest. This note, printed 
to be issued in 1873, has the year changed to 1874 by use of a 
pen. A cherub is seen on the left and a maiden with a basket on 
her head is on the right. PMG grades the note Very Fine 25 Net, 
commenting that the example has been cancelled and has tears. 
This note is one of five presently known, with one of those in 
the holdings of the Cincinnati Historical Society and one in the 
holdings of the Western Reserve Historical Society. (300-400)

Fort Dalles, OR- Fort Dalles Post Bakery 2 Rations Bread ND 
Fort Dalles was in use from 1850 to 1867 before being aban- 
doned. Your cataloger speculates that this chit dates from the 
Civil War or perhaps even slightly earlier. The cardstock shows a 
bit of wear around the edges and some creases. (200-300)

Clearfield, PA - Clearfield County Bank $1 Sep. 9, 1863 G2a 
Remainder 

An especially attractive unsigned remainder that comes with a 
vivid green denominational overprint, a red serial number, and 
bold embossing.

Hulme Ville, PA- Farmers Bank of Bucks County $3-$2-$1-$1 
G6-G4-G2-G2 Hoober 164-3-2-1-1 Uncut Sheet

An appealing advertisement for Matt Hewins Billiard Parlors 
appears on the back of this lightly circulated $5 note from 
this fraudulent bank, where its notes served as the template 
for numerous counterfeits and alterations. Interestingly, Mr. 
Hewins’ billiard parlor was located in Hartford, CT. Very Fine-

Payable in United States Currency, this small yellow scrip note 
was issued relatively late in the war, after fractional currency had 
begun to pick up the slack.

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Whitewater, WI- The Kokomo Bank $3 July 30, 1859 S15 
Krause S15 

The Kokomo Bank was only in existence from 1859 until it failed 
the next year. According to Prosper Cravath’s Early Annals of 
Whitewater 1837-1867, published in 1906, Daniel Graham served 
as president of the bank and J.M. Archibald was the cashier. 
Their office was located on the second floor of the brick build- 
ing that later housed the First National Bank of Whitewater. A 
prominent resident of Whitewater, August Scoville, had been 
involved in a bank in Kokomo, Indiana and procured the print- 
ing plates from that institution. When the new bank was to be 
established in Whitewater, the plates were altered and used.

The Great Seal of the State 
of Colorado is prescribed as follows: “By statute, the seal of the 
state is two and one-half inches in diameter with the following 
devices inscribed thereon: At the top is the Eye of Providence 
or ‘All Seeing Eye’ within a triangle, from which golden rays 
radiate on two sides. Below the eye is a scroll, the Roman fasces, 
a bundle of birch or elm rods with a battle ax bound together 
with a ribbon of red, white and blue with the words, “Union and 
Constitution.’ Below the scroll is the heraldic shield bearing 
across the top a red sky behind three snow-capped mountains 
and clouds above them. The lower half of the shield has two 
miner's tools, the pick and sledge hammer, crossed on a golden 
ground. Below the shield in a semicircle is the motto, ‘Nil Sine 
Numine, Latin words meaning Nothing without providence.”

Bids properly offered, whether 
by floor Bidder or other means of bidding, may on occasion be missed or go unrecognized; in such 
cases, the Auctioneer may declare the recognized bid accepted as the winning bid, regardless of 
whether a competing bid may have been higher. Auctioneer reserves the right after the hammer fall 
to accept bids and reopen bidding for bids placed through the Internet or otherwise. 

15. Auctioneer reserves the right to refuse to honor any bid or to limit the amount of any bid, in its sole 
discretion. A bid is considered not made in “Good Faith” when made by an insolvent or irresponsible 
person, a person under the age of eighteen, or is not supported by satisfactory credit, collectibles 
references, or otherwise.
